Can’t they see they will destroy the 
benefits we've already had?”

attendance. 
MacPhail estim ates th at 200 000 of 
these were new tans first drawn to 
Eli bets field by the innovation of 
night ball. 
"I ve regarded the night game all 
along strictly as a m eans of stim u­

interest,'’ 
said 
MacPhail. 
“I f s done th at 
But baseball re­ 
mains basically a daylight game 
Give the fans an over-dase of night 
ball and we'll be worse off than we 
were before." 
Incidentally, night ball is not the 
only one of Larry’s pets that is 
growing up and beginning to snap 
at the master.

Court Upholds 
Packing Company 


Chicago, July 18 (AP)—-An appel­ 
late court decision held today that 
Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace 
had exceeded his powers in ordering 
Swift and company, the m eat pack­ 
ers, to "cease and desist” from cer­ 
tain credit, discount and 
weight 
practices. 
The decision by the United States 
circuit court of appeals Monday 
setting aside the secretary’s order 
of June 6, 1938, said the order “pre­ 
supposes” that the stockyards and 
packers act gave him "power at 
least as comprehensive as tile power 
of the Interstate Commerce com­ 
mission in its field.” 
“We find no evidence In the act 
of an intention by congress to con­ 
fer such a power upon the secretary 
of Agriculture,” said the opinion. 
Wallace alleged the company ex­ 
tended credit to certain customers 
from 30 to 90 days but limited others 
to five days and that these and 
other practices were “unjustly dis­ 
crim inatory,” which the company 
denied. 
The secretary began proceedings 
September 30, 1936. 
The court held the business prac­ 
tices complained of were justified 
and not obnoxious to any require­ 
m ent of law.

May He Available in 
Pennsylvania Soon 
--------------------------- 
H arrisburg, July 18 iA P > — Public 
optional medical insurance should be 
available to P ennsylvanians of lim it­ 
ed m eans by autum n. 
"W e hope to have the plan w ork­ 
ing by fall,” Lester H Perrv, one of 
th e incorporators of th*' first non­ 
profit medical corporation 
in the 
state, said today. 
The new corporation, the M edical 
Service Association of Pennsylvania, 
was form ed under an act of th e 1939 
legislature authorizing the plan to be 
carried o u t through n o n -p ro fit cor- i 
p o rtio n s. 
“It is being set up on a state-w ide 
basis," said Perry, but th a t doesn’t 
m ean other non-profit corporations 
in various sections of th e sta te c a n ­ 
not apply for ch arters ’’ 
Perry is (?ditor of th e jo u rn al of 
the sta te medical society, w hich sup­ 
ported bills providing for tile plan. 
The new organization, w hich will 
have headquarters a t th e m edical 
society’s office here, has a ch a rter 
application on file w ith th e secretary 
of the com m onw ealth 
A pproval of 
the insurance com m issioner and D e­ 
p artm en t of H ealth is necessary for 
granting of a ch arter. 
“The next step.” said P erry, “is to 
have rates worked out and approved 
b y t h e insurance com m issioner.” 
T hey have been estim ated a t a p ­ 
proxim ately $2 25 a m onth for each 
person 
T he plan is open to P ennsylvan­ 
ians earning $30 a week or less with 
no dependents, earn in g $45 a week or 
less with one dependent and earning
